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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to Applicant's Amendment filed on 10/4/2008. Applicant has 
cancelled claims 7-12, and added claims 13 and 14. This action is FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claim is rejected because the claim recites 
data exchange between radio devices, which implies signals. Signals cannot be 
claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hauhia (US Pat. No. 7,058,542). The Office disagrees with the Applicant's assertion 
that Hauhia does not disclose the subject matter recited in claims 13 and 14. 
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Regarding claim 13 

Hauhia teaches a method for data exchange between field devices of automation 
technology, whereby the field device determine and/or influence a process variable, 
comprising the steps of: 

providing each of the field devices with a field bus interface for connection with a field 
bus; (see abstract, col. 2, lines 47-67, col. 3, lines 1-67) 
providing a radio unit; (see abstract, col. 2, lines 47-67, col. 3, lines 1-67) 
exchanging data concerning process conditions via the radio units of the field devices; 
(see abstract, col. 2, lines 47-67, col. 3, lines 1-67)ar\6 

conducting an evaluation of the state of the process by the aid of the exchanged data or 
exchanging, configuring and parametering data via the radio units for duplicating the 
properties of two field devices, or sending software updates via the field bus to an 
elected field device and transmitting the software updates from the elected field device 
to further field devices via radio transmission, (see claim 8 and col. 7 lines 20-50). 

Regarding claim 14 

The method as claimed in claim 13, wherein: the radio unit works according to the 
Bluetooth standard, (see col. 6, lines 1-40)
